juries to artisans or laborers employed 
by the United States. 
This Is the 


pioneer, .among compensation acts .In 
this country. 
Since 
its 
enactment 


sixteen states have passed laws of a 
-similar character, and the number Js 
likely to be Increased during the com- 
ing sessions or stale legislatures. The 
very general 
public 
interest which 


attaches to such legislation led Secre- 
tary Nagel, last July, to direct the 
publication of the solicitor's opinion 
under this act, as Illustrating the con- 
struction 
and 
application of a l 


providing compensation as contrasted 
with a law giving a right to sue for 
damages. 
The opinions are now in 


course of publication by tho depart- 
ment, which will issufi the volume 
within a week or two. 


Tho money benefits paid under this 
act between August 1, .1908, when It 
became effective, and December 1, 1911 
aggregated $704,814.60 paid to injured 
persons on account of non-fatal in- 
juries and ?112,S79.02 paid to surviv- 
ing dependents on -account of fatal in- 
juries. 
Since December, 1911, addi- 


tional benefits-_amount!ng to nearly 
$300,000 have been paid. 
During -the 


Jirst year after 
the passage of .th' 


act, 1S05 claims were submitted, of 
which 16S9 were allowed. During tho 
second, year, 2824 claims were sub 
milted and 2499 allowed.

The present statute applies onlj* to 
artisans or laborers employed in cer 
tain specified branches of the 
public 


service, or in certain hazardous oc- 
cupations under the government. Any

ment Is entitled to receive for one year 
thereafter, unless sooner able to re- 
sume work, the same pay as If he con- 
tinued to be employed, except where tho 
injury was due to .his own negligence or 
misconduct.

that he was innocent of the crime for 
which he stands convicted. 


There was a note of deep despair in 


the story of the unhappy prisoner told, 
and he frankly admitted that at this 
stage in his fortunes be did not know 
of anything that ho could say thai 
would help him and he realized that 
-the public, in general, had come to look 
upon him as the very worst man in 
the world.1 


Becker told his story following a 


three .hours' talk he had with his wife, 
a talk through the bars of the counsel 
room, 'for since the verdict that dooms 
him, 
bars must always separate the 


condemned man from those with whom 
he communicates. Becker was per- 
mitted, through a special order of Char- 
ities Commissioner Whitney, to spend 
most of what may bo his last Sunday 
afternoon in New York in conversation 
with his deeply distressed wife. 
In- 


stead of having "to talk to her through 
the bars of bis own cell, where the 
curious among the prisoners might 
watch, Becker was taken to thecoun- 


• sel room and through the barred door 
of that room the former head of the 
strong arm squad and his faithful wife 
discussed the great tragedy that has 
come to darken the life of one and per- 
haps to end the llfo of the other. 
Mrs. Becker, giving every appearance 


of mental and physical strain, appeared 
at the Tombs shortly before 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. She had not long 
to wait for her husband, who was soon 
brought down by Head Keeper Ciim- 
mings- Mrs. BeckeFremained until the 


' very last minute permitted under the 
• prison rules, which wns a few minutes 


before 
6 o'clock. 
Then Cummings 


opened the door of the counsel room 
and Becker came out quickly, caught 


.. her in his arms and kissed her time 


and time again. 
Slowly Mrs. Becker started for the 


prison door that opens out into Centre 
street. 
Becker stood for a moment 


•watching her and when she disappeared 
out into the street, he returned sadly 
to his cell. Then it was that n note 
was sent to him by the newspapermen. 
At first he declined to see them, for be 
said that lie hod nothing to say. His 
dinner waited him. and after eating 
that he changed his mind and sent 
down word he would see the reporters. 
Losing His Haughtiness 


11 wns a sad faced, deeply moved 


Becker that greeted the reporters at 
the bars of cell No. 312. At last he 
appeared to have lost some of his 
haughtiness, nnd even some of the iron 
nerve that had caused the trial on- 
lookers to wonder at the strength of 
the man.

"I am a man," Becker began with 
great deliberation, "who stands 
con- 


victed of the awful crime of murder in 
the first degree. • I am a man almost 
without hope and after all is said and 
done, I do not know anything that I 


s'ny that will do me any good. From 


all that has been said about me the 
world would think that I was the worst 
man in it.

It Js claimed that the dynamite had 


lain unexploded for 12 years, since the 
roadway was widened by blnstinjt and 
the street car line laid. Rigid investi- 
gation will be made today by the. state 
police, aided by the railway officials, to 
determine, whern thn dynamite came 
from and who is responsible for its 
presence in the road. 


The charges worn discovered Satur- 


day. The section of the roadway there 
is being1 made iver by a contractor Into 
a state road. One of tho workmen un- 
earthed a charge of dynamiic, 
and 


word was at once sent to the state po- 
lice. 
The contractor also notified the 


railway that he \voal£ not be responsi- 
ble for any injuries to their 
property 


or passengers in the event of such dy- 
namite exploding. Later six other un- 
exploded charges -vero unearthed.

nal revenue. From July 1 to Oct. 1, 
1312, i"ore than 3,500,000,000 cigarets 
were smoked, nn increase of 1,000,000,-

the previous year, which broke all rec- 
ords.

lons of whiskey during July, August 
and September, nn increase of JJiO.OOQ 
gallons, as compared with that quarter 
of 1911, while nearly 1,950,000,000 cigars 
were smoked during that time.

He Declares That Jack Rose 


Sought to Be His Stool

/ NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—From his cell 
in the Tombs, tlie cell he is, soon lo 


. leave for the death house at Sing Sing, 
Charles Becker, the ex-lieutenant of 
police, now awaiting sentence to death 
for the murder of Herman Rosenthal, 
the gambler, issued a statement last 
night, In which he protested before God 
that he was innocent of the crime for 
•which he stands convicted. 


There was a note of deep despair In 


the story of the unhappy prisoner told, 
and he frankly admitted that at this 
stage in his fortunes he did not know 
of anything that he could 'say that 
would help him and he realized that 
the public, in gflneral, had come to look 
upon him as the very worst man in 
the world. 
Becker 
told his story following a 
three hours' talk he had with his wife, 
a talk through the bars of the counsel 
room, for since the verdict Lha.1 dooms 
him, bars must always separate the 
condemned man from those with whom 
he communicates. Becker was per- 
mitted, through a special order of Char- 
ities Commissioner Whitney, to spend 
most of what may be his fast Sunday 
afternoon in New York in conversation 
•with his deeply distressed wife. 
In- 
stead of having to talk to her through 
the bars of his own coll, where the 
curious among the prisoners might 
watch, Becker wns taken to the coun- 
sel room and through the barred door 
of that room the former head of the 
strong arm squad and his faithful wife 
discussed the great trngody that has 
come to darken the life of one and per- 
haps to end the life of the other. 
Mrs. Becker, givlng*cvery appearance 


of mentai- and physical strain, appeared 
'at the Tombs shortly before 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. She had not long 
to wait for her husband, who was soon 
brought down by Head Keeper Cum- 
iniufis. Mrs. Becker remained until tile 
very last minute permitted under the 
prison rules, which was a few miniums 
before 
5 o'clock. 
Then Cummings 


opened the door of the counsel room 
and Becker cnmc out quickly, caught 
her In his arms and kissed her time 
and time again. 
Slowly Mrs. Becker started for the 


prison door that opens out into Centre 
street. 
Becker stood for a moment 
watching her and when she disappeared 
out into the street, ho returned t-adly 
to his cull. Then ii was that a note 
was sent to him by the newspapermen. 
At first he declined to B«U them, for be 
said that he had nothing tn say. His 
dinner waited him. and after eatUm 
that ho changed his mind unrl sfint 
down word he would sec the reporters. 
Losing His Haughtiness 


It was a sad faced, deeply moved 


Becker that greeted the reporters at 
the bars of cell No. 112. At last he 
appeared to have lost some of his 
haughtiness, and even some of the iron 
nerve that had caused the trial on- 
lookers to wonder at the strength of 
the -man. 
"I am a man," Becker began with 


great deliberation, "who stands con- 
victed of the awful crime of murder in 
the first degree. I am a man almost 
without hope and after all is said and 
done, J do not know anything that I 


-ny that will do me any good. From 


all that has been said about me the 
world would think that I was the worst 
man in it.

"Yet, had I been permitted to take 


the stand in my own behalf and to

Rigid investi- 
gation will bo made today by the state 
police, Elided by the railway officials, to 
determine, where the dynamite camo 
from and who is responsible for its 
presence in the road.

One of the workmen un- 
earthed a charge 
of dynamite, and
